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At first it appeared that the alleged student speaker was Yiotor 
UKHAVOY as described in the 17 August report. Presently, information 



has been obtained whioh definitely excludes the possibility that the 

speaker was BUKHAVOY. 



Yesterday I had a telephone call from Peter SOHAMOVI who told me 
that he had had-* preview of the documentary films taken in Mosoow. He 
also said that^QIjifcG was present at the showing of the films. Later 
on, DOLBERG telephoned me and asked whether he could see me as he had 
prepared a short paper on the oontaot man between SOHAMOVI and the 
speaker on the Moscow student tape* 



Wbfn I met DOLBERG, he handed me the endorsed description of 
Samuel^ AYLOY, the oontaot man. Furthermore, DOLBBRG added that he 
had to ohange his mind and admit that he had erroneously identified as 
Yiotor BUKHAVOY the speaker on the Mosoow tapes. During the showing by 
8CHAM0HI of the documentary films taken in Mosoow, the speaker of the 
Mosoow tapes appeared on the soreen and was pointed out to DOLBERG . The 
latter is now definitely oonvinoed that he never had personally met this 
man and that it oould not have been Yiotor BUKHAVOY. DOLBERG explained 
part of the misunderstanding by the fact that SGHAMOVI's English is not 
sufficiently adequate to differentiate between "I know him" and "I know 
about him", then SOHAMOVI had reported to DOLBBRG in German that the 
speaker had "known DOLBERG", the latter was misled to think of BUKHAVOY 
for various similarities that were actually characteristic for the speaker. 
Vow DOLBERG thinks that what had seemed to him an identification of the 
speaker is more than doubtful and he tends to believe that he never had 
known the speaker personally. It is now likely, however, that the speaker 
had heard and had known about DOLBERG whioh probably let to the 
misunderstanding on SOHAMOVI' s part.
